PLEBISCITE RESULT 

While the result of the plebiscite held by 
the Municipality and the Village to determine 
the people’s desires regarding the Enlarged 
Municipal District was a foregone conclusion 
to anyone interested enough to listen to the 


angry protests of the common citizen, it was 
hardly thought it would be so decisive. 


The final count in the Municipal District of 
Harmony plebiscite was 13 votes cast in favor 
of the Enlarged Unit to 167 votes cast against 
it. This is more than 8 percent of the 
voters asking the Government not to interfere 
with their Municipal District. The sympathy 
plebiscite held at the same time by the village 
of Champion showed an equally emphatic 
opinion, Six votes were cast in favor of the 
Enlarged Unit and a 108 votes cast against it. 
This shows that 945 of the voters, were 
against the Enlarged Unit proposal. 


These percentages opposed to the Enlarged 
Unit idea, 93 percent and 94 percent, can be 
taken as a more or less accurate sample of 
the opinion across the entire provinee. This 
Municipality and Village may be con- 
sidered average ones, with nothing more to 
gain or lose than any other. 


What do the results of these plebiscites 
mean to the Government? It is not liksly 
that the Government will pay any heed to 
them as it is not a government which believes 
in heeding the wishes of the people. What 
do the results of these plebiscites mean to the 
member of the provincial house representing 
the people who vored at them: namely The 
Hon. Peter Dawson. It certainly means that 


they wish him to make the strongest protest 
pos«‘ble to his government against interfering 
with the municipal districts he represents, 

If he does not do this then he is not truly 
representing his constituents, but merely act- 
ing as an office holder and can be dealt with 
in the proper manner at the next provincial 
elec:ion, though, unfortunately by that time 
it wuld be too late to repiir the damage 
done to these municipalities. 

Ou the other hand if he 1s acting in ac- 
cordance with the desires of his constituents 
and protesting as vigorously as possible to his 
government against this interference then we 
can be sure of one of two results. Either the 
governmeut will heed Mr. Dawson's protest 
and these Municipal Districts will he left 
alone, or they will ignore them. If the latter 
one results, then, Mr, Dawson would have no 
alternative, if he wishes to conscieutiously 
represent his constituents, but to resign from 
the Government, and ask for a vote of con- 
fidence in a by-election. 

The issues involved in this whole matter are 
not Social Credit versus the Opposition, but are 
a unanimous disapproval by all shades of politi- 
cal opinion, including Social Credit, towards tbe 
Enlarged Unit idea. Mr. Dawson's political 
future will be determined by this Will 
he, by vigorous action, maintain his already 
remaining 


issue, 


flagging support, or, will he by 
quiescent, place his political star in permanent 
eclipse. 

The Hon. Mr. Dawson should report to his 
constituents.

A meeting of the directors of 
Kebo Dome Oils Ltd. was held 
at Barons on Wednesday the
